With this the
Government cannot fail to deeply sympa-
thize, though it m{ be without the power
to extend relief. The inguiry is, what has
produced these unfortunate results, and
whether their recurrence can be prevented.
It is apparent that they have proceeded sole-
Iy from our extravagant and vicious system
of puper currency and bank credits, ineit-
ingthe peopie to wild speculation and gam-
bling in stocks. These revulsions must con-
tinue to recur at successive intervals so lon,
ss the smount of paper currency and ban
loans and discounts in the country shall be
leftto the diseretion of 1,400 vor nding
banking imstitutions which, from very
laws of their nature, will consult the inter-
et of their stockholders rather than the
public welfure. Exercising the sovereign
power of previding a paper currency, in-
stead of coin for the country, the first duty
which these ‘Banks owe to the public, is to
keepin their vaults a sufficient amount of
gold and silver to insure the convertibility
of their notes into coin at sll times and un-
der all circumstances. No bank ought ev-
er to be chartered without such restrictions
on its business as (o secure thisresult. Our
financial history for the Iast forty years has
been -_hm, OF Tl e vy £ tvrg.;.;ga in
the business of the country, fol by
ruinotts contractions.

The diplomatic difficulties which existed be-
tween the Governmeunt of the United States
and Great Britain at the adjournment of the
last Congress, have been happily terminated
by the appointment of a Briush minister o
this country, who bas been cordially received.
The President, whilst saying we have no
right to doubt the sincerity oF the British
Government in their construction of the
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, at the same time ex-
presses his deliberate conviction that this
construction is in opposition both to its let-
ter and its spirit. The factis, that when
two nations like Great Britain and the Uni-
States, mutunﬂ:ﬁ desirons of maintain-
ing the most friendly relations with each
other, have unfortunately concluded a treaty
which they understand in senses directly
opposite, the wisest course is to abrogate
such a treaty Ig;:lmmsl consent, and com-
mence anew. this been done prompt-
ly, all difficulties in Central America would
most probably ere this bave been adjusted to
the satisfaction of both parties. Whilst
entertaining these sentiments, I shall never-
theless not refuse to contribute to any rea-
sonable adjustment of the Central Ameri-
can question, which is not practicably in-
consistent with the common interpretation
of the trealy. Overtures for this purpose
bave been recentiy made by the British Gov-
ernment, in a friendly spirit, which I cor-
dially reciprocate; but whether this renew-
ed effort will result in sucvess, I am not pre-
pared (o express an opinion. A brief pe-
riod will determine.
With France our ancient relations of
friendship still continue to exist. The
French Government has in several instan-
ces which need not be enumerated, evinced
a spirit of good will and kindness towards
our country, which I heartily reciprocate,
It is, notwithstanding, much to be regretted
that nations whose productions are of such
a character as to invite the most extensive
exchanges and free commercial intercourse,
should continue to enforce ancient and ob-
solete restrictions of trade against each oth-
er.

At the time of the election for Delegates
an extensive organization existed in the Ter-
ritory whose avowed object it was i need
be, to put down the lawiul Government by
force, and to establisha Government of
their own under the so-called Topeka Con-
stitution. The persons attached to this
revolutionary organization abstained from
taking any part in the election.
The Act of the Territorial Legislature had
omitted to provide for submittingto the peo-
le the Constitution which might be framed
y the Cunvention; and in the excited state
of gnhlic feeling throughout Kanzas an ap-
prehension extensively prevailed, that a de-
sign existed to force upon them a Constitu-
tion in relation to Slavery against their will.
In this emergency it became my duty, as it
was my unquestionable right, having in
view the union of all good ecitizens in sup-
port of the Territorial laws, to express an
opinion on the true construetion of the pro-
visions concerning slavery conlained in the
Organic Act of Congress of the 30th May,
1854. Congress declared it to be “the true
intent and meaning of this Act not to legis-
iate slavery into any territory or Siale nor
to exciude it therefrom, but to leave the peo-
lle thereof perfectly free to form and regu-
ta their domestic institutions in their own
way.”” Under it Kanzas, ““when admirtted
as & State,”” was to “be received into the Un-
ion, with or withoat Slavery, as their Con-
stitution may dreseribe at the time of their
admission.”
Did Congress mean by this language that
the Delegates elected to gmmes Constitution
should have authority finally to decide the
question of slavery, or did they intend by
leaving it to the people, that the people of
Kanzas themselves should decide this ques-
tion by a direct vote? On this subject I
confess I had never entertained a serious

Besides, our history proves that in-
uences may be brought to bear on the Rep-
resentative sufficienily powerful to induce
him to disregard the will of his constituents.
The truth is that' no otber authentic aund
satizsfactory mode exists, of ascertaining the
will of & majority of the people of any State
or Terrilory on an imporiant and exciting
question like that of slavery in Kanzas, ex-
cept by leaving it to a direct vote. How
wise then was it for Congress to pass over
all subordinate and intermediate agencies
and proceed directly to the source of all le-
gitimate power under our institutions.

How vain would any other principle prove
in practice! This may be illusirated by
|the ease of Kanzas. Should she be admit-
ted into the Union with a Constitation eith-
er maintaining or abolishing slavery, against
the sentiment of the people, this could have
no other effect than w contiaua and to ex-

te the existing agiuation during the
brief period required to make the Constilu-
tion conform to the irresistible will of the
majority.
